About thirty-five miles from a sta- 


tion on the Southern Pacific Rallwav in 
Churchill county, Nevada, a new min- 
ing district has been discovered in 
which large deposits and veins of cos- 
~>er have been uncovered. The coun- 
try is thorughly mineralized, and the 
veins are found In both eruptive and 
volcanic formations. 
The mountains 


upon which the claims are located be- 
long to the basic Itmeous group of 
which diabase, rhyolite and porphyry 
are the best known tvpes. The moun- 
tains are largely composed of volcanic 
brecla cut by a number of the above 
named eruptive rocks. 


The dyes have a general course, be- 


ing nearly parallel with the strike of 
the ranee, nearly north and south. 


The veins themselves seem to be 


guided by this general course of the 
dykes, running with a striking parallel- 
Ism therewith. The summit of the 
range Is capped with sheets of basaltic 
lava, and has sent out through tht 
surrounding country narrow dykes oi 
that material at a later period of erup- 
tion.

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ANTI-ANARCHISTIC LEGISLATION. 


T 


HE Philadelphia North American has by tele- 
graph polled the entire Congress of the United 


States upon the following question: 


"Do you favor legislation forbidding the entrance 


into the United States of those people called Anar- 
chists and believing in the destruction, overturning 
and subversion of established government, and an 
amendment to the naturali/,ation laws making those 
principles a disqualification for citizenship." 


Kvery answer received has contained a promise 


to vote for such legislation. The Journal, like the 
Sacramento Bee, approves of the proposed law, but 
likewise is of the opinion that it is not sufficiently 
far reaching, and for some of the same reasons that 
are given by the Bee. Unfortunately, there are al- 
ready thousands of Anarchists in this country, and 
some of them, as in the case of the creat'ure who 
shot President McKinley, are native-born citizens 
of the 
United States, though of foreign par- 


entage. 
Means should be found of ridding the Na- 


tion of every avowed or known Anarchist, and for 
the punishment by severe penalties of the advocacy 
of Anarchistic ideas. This would involve no inter- 
ference with the fundamental right of freedom of 
speech and of the press. 
That right dots not in- 


clude a license to incite murder and the overthrow 
of government and social order. The doctrine of 
Anarchy is the doctrine of assassination. No Anar- 
chist can in reality be a supporter of the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, but on the con- 
trary, is necessarily the enemy of all our political 
and social institutions. 


Jn the case of the survival of President McKin- 


ley, there is no law in the State of New York which 
could punish his would be assassin more severely 
than imprisonment for ten years—a penalty fully 
inadequate to fit the crime. There is no Federal 
law to fit such cases. Congress, no doubt could 
pass an Act making it a capital offense to attempt 
the life of the President, Vice President and Cabi- 
net officers within the United States, but Czolgcsz 
must have expected death. It is so in almost all 
cases of Anarchistic attempts upon the lives of n 1- 
ers. 
As Anarchists are all fanatics no severity of 


punishment would insure protection. 


In our opinion the most effectual law that could 


be enacted would be to make it the duty of tl;e 
United States Marshals to suppress all Anarchist 
meetings or demonstrations within their districts; to 
give them the power to arrest and the United 
States District Attorneys to prosecute all persons 
writing or uttering sentiments which indicate sym- 
pathy with or would be encouragement to acts of. 
assassination or murder for the furtherance of such 
ideas as is entertained by all of the Anarchists alike. 
As has been said before in this article such an Act 
would be in no respect an abridgement of the free- 
dom of speech but a justifiable measure to suppress 
such instigation to murder and overthrow of the 
government as was not contemnlated in the "free- 
dom of speech" clause in the Federal Constitution. 
There are probably not twenty cities or towns in 
the United States of a population of 20,000 that has 
not an organized or semi-organized band of men of 
Anarchistic proclivities and sympathies. They are 
mostly of foreign birth, and those of them who 
have become naturalized, took the oath of -allegi- 
ance to the United States for the sole purpose of 
better assisting the overthrow of the government 
which they swore to cherish and protect. It is ev- 
ident that the atrocious crime at Buffalo last week 
was instigated if not directly, at least by the doc- 
trine advocated and discussed in these more than 
traitorous organizations, and their forced dispersion 
would reduce the chances of future acts of the kind 
to a minimum. 
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PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 


N anyone explain why involuntary poverty 
increases in even greater proportion than the 


increase in the productive power of mankind ? 
When twenty bushels of wheat and other cereals 
can be produced with less labor than one hundred 
years ago. 
Why is i«: that one hundred times more 


people go hungry to day than there did a century 
ago? Why is it that when the same amount of la- 
bor with the modern appliances, produce probably 
twenty times the amount of everything accessary 
for the comfort of man, a hundred peoplV are ill 
clad and shelterless at the present time, to on.e be- 
fore production was so greatly increased ? These 
are questions which until solved will absorb all oth- 
er political problems in the United States and the 
entire civilized world. 


It would seem as if increase of productive pow- 


r. would bring increased comfort and greater leis- 


ure to the workers. Oue hundred years ogo a ton 
of the best steel was worth $50,000. Today it can 
bi bought for $50. One hundred years ago almost 
everything in use was produced by hand; farming 
was carried on in a most primitive manner, and 
traveling was chiefly on horseback or by stage 
coach. The productive power Of men have increas- 
ed an hundred fold, but what of the workers? 
Witt part of the increase goes to them ? Is pover- 
ty abolished ? Is everybody well clothed, well fed 
W»il V, eli i.',. —a t *\o one will answer yes. One 


hundred years ago the workers got a living; today 
they get no more. 


That increase in productive power does not 


augment the material comfort and happiness of hu- 
manity proves conclusively that; our present day 
civilization is based on injustice, or perhaps more 
likely, lack of knowledge how. to apply it for the 
common benefit of mankind, and unless this is cor- 
rected it seems destined to soon pass away as have 
the civilizations that preceeded it. The signs of 
the times indicate that a crisis is approaching and 
that something must be done to avert dire disaster, 
if not absolute destruction. 


The remedy is easily enough understood, and its 


application is the only problem for solution. It is 
the proper distribution of the wealth accumulating 
from the increased productive power ot human la- 
bor. It is the matter of production which has been 
and is the sole question for consideration by our 
national legislators. 
The matter of distribution has 


never been more than incidentally and indirectly 
considered or discussed. It is science and genius 
and not legislation which has so greatly increased 
the power of. human labor. Production can take 
care of itself, and it does not now, if'it ever did, re- 
quire the aid of legislation to develop it, which was 
and still will be accomplished by the i>rain of sci- 
ence and invention, and not by statesmanship or 
legislative inspiration. But legislation can be made 
effective in the proper distribution of the benefits 
of modern invention, so that they will not be mon- 
opolized by-the few but will be more equally dis- 
tributed among the many. Let the? wisdom. of 
statesmen and political enconomists be diverted 
from the work of productive promotion, and direct- 
ed to the distribution of its benefits. It is the great- 
est question of the age, and upon the successful so- 
lution of which depends, exclusively the future con- 
ditions of peace or warfare between capital and 
labor.
